PETITION 


We, the tenants of Georgia King Village and members of the Tenants 
Association, petition that the election which took place on February 26, 
2000 be set aside. 


The election that had been posted to take place at 3:00 p.m. did not begin 
until 3:45 p.m., many of the members sat and when we objected we were 
told that we were waiting for Mr. Glen “Hassan” Hamilton to arrive who had 
gone to his art show. When Mr. Hamilton arrived his follower represented 
that the election notice stated that election was to be from 3:00 p.m. to 6:00 
p.m. That was not true. It was decided to appease the "Hamilton followers” 
the election was held until 5:00 p.m. This was not right. 

There were a number of people who voted that were not tenants of this 
complex, but had family members who live here, this was not right. Mr. 
Hamilton did not present a slate of officers. The people who receive 
uncontested votes for office were elected without protest. On Sunday 
February 27, Mr. Hamilton called Mrs. Houston and said he resigned that he 
was too busy with his art work to devote this kind of time. On February 28" 
Mr. Hamilton called Mr. Hutchins and also told him; he was resigning. Later 
Mr. Hamilton posted a sign that said he had resigned. More than 2 months 
passed with no communication to the general membership taking place. 
Finally Mr. Hamilton changed his mind, declared a new slate of officers 
without posting a new election. He was installed by a fellow tenant (conflict 
of interest) and is now acting as president we, again ask that this process 
be set aside and a new election called.
